THE MAJORITY OF Young People of the present 
generation, i asked anything about political arairs, 
would Oe able 10 give but a napnazzard answer. 
Little is known regarding the leaders in the national 
lure by the young people, and judging by their at- 
titude, they care less, 

The lack of interest may be attributed 
to the common belief that politics is for oldsters 
who know al] the tricks and the belief that all poli- 
ticians, if not crooked, are slightly bent. However, 
it is the duty of every citizen, young or old, to take 
an active interest in the affairs of their governments. 
Only by so doing can politics be kept free from the 
manipulations ot unworthy office-holders, 

Young people of course find it difficult to 
make any headway in most of the political organ- 
izations dominated by the older experienced people. 
Political organizations will urge young people to 
take an active interest, but when they propose to 
do so their suggestions are frowned on and dis- 
couraged because of lack of experience. 

However, young people may have vig- 
orous organizations of their own, through which 
they can accomplish a great deal toward improving 
the prevailing conception of politics. 

The young people of today are the elec- 
tors of tomorrow, ‘and they should prepare now 
for the time when they will exercise their franchise, 
by getting an insight into the functions of govern- 
ment,, Canada thus will have an efficient electorate 
to guide its future destiny. .

A Comparison 


LAST, WEEK WE Received through the mail, a bul- 
letin from the Alberta Liberal Association, bringing 
to our attention a comparison of the expenditures of 
the Social Credit Government with previous govern- 
ing bodies. .We reprint a few of these from the 
bulletin for the information of readers of this district. 

_ . Figures quoted in the bulletin show that 
salaries and wages paid to. public servants by the 
Social Credit government were increased by twenty- 
eight per cent, or from $3,963,885.52, to $5,084,092- 


.48; and that travelling expenses took a twenty per}. 


cent boost, from $398,732.32 in 1935 to $481,529.40 
in 1939, 

Greatest increas e in the expense record 
took place in the Department of Trade and Industry 
(although to be fair, the scope of this department has 
greatly widened), where salaries jumped from $2,- 
621.29 to $57,779.12, or 2,104 per cent, and travell- 
ing expenses from $142, 97 to $12,497.78, or 8,698 
per cent, All other departments mentioned in. the 
bulletin showed increases of from seven to two hun- 
dred and forty-four per cent, giving an average in- 
crease on salaries and wages of twenty-eight per 
cent, and on travelling expenses twenty per cent 

“In the same years the cost of printing, 
stationery’ ae office ‘supplies (and the Recorder 
didn’t get.any of this) rose from $155,154.37 in 1935, 
to $197,713.65 in 1939, or twenty-seven per cent, 
and postage, telegrams and hones rose from 
$175,801.73 in 1935 to $204,763.77 in 1939, or 16 
per cent. 
‘We are inclined to agree with the editor 
of the Drumheller Mail, who says: “We are all for 
higher standards of living and adequate salaries to 
maintain such standards, and it’s a great thing to see 
jobs given out to the printing and stationery 
istry, but when this comes from the source of 
ernment. which pledged itself to. cut expenses 
en taxation, it doesn’t look as though the 
is practicing what it preaches.”

of glass or mirrors are easy—

Place an object on a table with 
glass top—shoot from underneath
